In the beginning, Grange Lucas Brought together sorte of the best and the brightest 
talents in the emerging field of computer garnies to create the Lucasfilm Ganves Group, 
Their goal was “to find the best way to bring the “Lucasfilm touch’ to video games and 
help advance the state of the video game art” according ta the company’s 1963 
annual report. The Garnes Group took up residence ina fairly nondescript office park, 
ngat nest to Industrial Laght & Magic and the qroup that would eventually become 
Pixar Animation. 

Today, Ue Lucatarts Entertainment Company resides in a sirnilarly nondescript 
office complex just a few miles down the road from: Skywalker Aanch. There, 350 highly 
cresive people work at patting gamers and Stor Ward fans alike inside their ultimate 
dreams. Whether it ts flying through the Death Star trench, wielding a lightsaber, or 
Podrecing at over 600 mph, the game developers at LucasArts have been working bo 
create virtual werslons of the Stor Wars galaxy for ower twenty years,

Jon Knoles: Oirector 

Anyone who's ever played a Ster hors game has probably seen the work 
af Jon Kacles, This leegeiinne gare industy veteran fas worked at 
LucasArts for over hehe years, starting outas an artiss on the Super Stor 
Mors trilogy of qantes in the early 1S. More recently, he's been oo- 
director of the Shadows of the Empeer game and dinector of both Stor 
Mors Episode | Racer and the recently released Star Want Bourty Humber. 
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“The director's primary job is to provide the vision for the eame.” — son sneles 


Games sant with ideas, and itheas for games start with the video 
game director, “Ther director's primary job ik to provide the vision far 
the game,” say Knoles. All the creative decisions come back to the 
director, Who wouldn't lowe it it his job were bo dean up epic aceen- 
tures im thee Star Mars galery and oversee their creation? Unbortunately, 
its net that sine. 

Séor Wars Bounty Hunter began in October of 2000. “The first stop 
was being inverted by Listas Licensing ba po bo the Skywalker Ranch 
and get locked in a room and read the script for Episode Il, 
Inimediabety wre tan Thal Jango Pett was going bo be a neally cool quy 
to make a qame about.”

Knidles gat a pretty good idea of who Jango Fett really was, enabling 
him to flesh out a stony and overall game design. Mow that the easy 
part was done, the game went into prediction, Thats where if gers 
tricky. Production teams can hawe as many as fifty or more members, 
and the director eviews everthing each team member beings to the 
table. Luckily, he's not doing it alone. There is a bead member for each 
group, but its up to the producer be keep it all or track. 


Mike Gallo: Producer 

The producer wares closgly with the director, and the ten of them 
manage the entire design process. lin an industry that is still coming of 
age, these jabs’ nespansibiligies are still in flux, The role of the pro- 
ducer at LucasArts varies from product to product,” explains hihe= 
Gallo, a Lucastuns vereran since 199, He's waked oer munmercus piej- 
ects in the prequel era, including The Ghontom fdenoce game, Star 
Wars Demolition, and Stor hors Oi-Wan, He's currengly working on 
Star Mars: Knéghts of the Old Republic. 
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There ane tee different Types oof LiicagArs projects: internally 
developed and externally deweloped. For an extemal game, 
LUEESAPS OOeoretes Wilh one of lhe lop developers in Che gare 
industry. such as BioWare, Factor 5, Raven Software, and Totally 
Games, lh Unis dade, the producer is LucasArts’ main point of Sanlack 
and communication with the team. “The producer Ingures that the 


game is qaing to meet LucasArts high standards of gameplay, story, 
and graphics quality.” says Galle. “Ane then, of course, he has te mane 
age the schedule and budget.

"An internal producer is a bot more inwolved with the day-to-day 
tacke of the bean,” 2448 Gallo, The producer works with the director to 
make sure that the dirgctor’s vishom comes through in the ened. 
Typacally, it takes aryvivere from eighteen moths bo aver two years 
for a game to go fom concept to store shelves, sometimes oven 
longer. Creating a game can mow cost over $70 million, which puts @ 
Trenendous amount of pressure om the producer. 

Another big task for the producer is to make sure that the game 
Ms ite the rapedly growing Expanded Universe, To ensure a amon 
continulty match, they work closely with sewerl members of Lucas 
Licensing. “Working with the Ranch is really great.” Gallo says, “They 
ghee usa bot of freedom within the universe and work really closely 
with us when there are issues about Star Ware centinuity, Theyre 
ofeat about getting us resources and assets that we might need. 

“The main thing that all producers bere try to do put out a game 
that ultimately appeals te diehard Star hors fins as well as to casual 
gamers, and that can really be accessable and give people a fun expe- 
fences It helps to be a faced all things tor Pers, which Gallo cemaindy 
is. For him, one of the major benefits of the job is “just being able to 
play araund in thar universe.” Galky gars the satisfaction of a jot well 
dome when players feel as if theyre part of the action. 

The pecueer and the director are respandible for the big picture, 
but what about the nuts and bolts of game production? For that, they 
rely ion the members of the development team. 


Tim Longe: Designer 

The designers decide what goes wher, and Tim Longo has been make 
ing those decisions for almost seven years, working on X-Wing i. TE 
Fighter and peopects like Jedi Knight: Mystermes of the Sith, liana Jones 
and the Infemal Machine, Star ors Starfighter, and Star Wars Jedi 
Starighter. He's currently working on 4 yetio-be-anncunced propeact,

Ing successful Star Wars gamers. Chels Corry, a four-and-a-halfyyear 
weteran in qame develooment, come into this “Fun” industry froen cor- 
poate America to seree as lead programmer on Star Wars Starfighter, 
Coory is currently working on a sfill-secret project.

As gaming Tethnickigy evokes, so do the expectaions of what 
makes a good game engine. “It’s surpaisinghy deep far sameone like 
Pye who came Irom auisde the games indusiry. gays Cony, The 
reality is, when you take apart a game engine and hook at all the differ 
ent cogs ard wheel that are spinning around, it’s pretty complicated.” 

The transsion from 20 games to ID games omaied a completely 
new set of programming rules. To satishy the players, programmers 
must build increasingly realistic-loaking worlds, and this expectation 
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Poses a great challenge. “As technology advances,” says Cony, “pust 
Staying Up @n current rendering bechniques is very complicated.” 

Evan the seemingly simme task of putting pretty plotures on saeen 
can be a major chore, with more challenges than the average gamer 
might reaGze, "Haw do | as a pregramnrer contra the game canvera, 
and then how do | expose that orto what degree do | expose that to 
the player?

Prefect Eugene Talmont 

Eugene Talmont is the Imperial prefect of poliog for Mos Eley, Vain and 
eqedistical, Talrmont firmly beleves that he is far too important to be stuck 
ona forgotten dirthall like Tatooine.

enough to get her bey. Her trie talents 
fe in oratory and motivation, and a 
combination of natural chaisma and 
enihisiasm makes her an eoocellere 
public speaker—theugh politically 
speaking, she's still just a young girl 
from an Outer Pier elusst inal. 

Dera knows that hher fathers traces 
with smugglers (including Jabba the

“Guarding” the main doce of Jabba’s palace om Tatooine is the harsh 
and abrupt sentry drood T-Sh, of “Tatiletale.” Taletale's job, like-all of 
its model, is to iinterdkew visitors and determine 
their intentions before deciding whether to alk 
them inside—or te call wut the guards. in the case of 
Jabba's palace, the interview @ often brusque, and 
the quards are thickheatied, violent Gamareans 
wielding nasty wiheo-axes.

OrZoc is a simplistic person—but heaving grown up during the Clone 
Wars, her perceptions of onder and tyranny are mene than a bit 
shewed, Some would say that she ls willfully maine —damgerously so. 
in addition to making sure that the Emperor's retreat aperabes 
emoothly and efficiertly, Chamberlain OrZee also personally hires 
many of the Emperor's “secunty specialists.” Orftee has a knack for 
identéying others whe share her profoursd faah f the Emperor's 
ease, It is part of her job to interview such persons to determine 
whether they can be trusted with misstans for the Empenar. If they 
pass Chamberlain Orzee's rigorous inspection, she introduces them 
To Inquisitor Loam Redge—the next step on the ladder to working 
with the glorious Emperor Palpatine. 


Darth Vader

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Ger Ebelts ciminal empire on Naboo operates out of the subber: 
Mean passageways Winer The capital city of heed, He manages 
trading to and from Naboo—trading, ser inuggling—and actually 
wants nothing more than to operate a chipping business unmolested 
by either the rest.of the Hunts or the Eripire. If any heroes beliowe they 
can help wath ihe later, he happily supplies then with forged Imperial 
credentials if they'll infiltrate the Emperor's private retreat and Evirvg 
back the Imperial patrol schedules fram the Ernperor’s chambers.

The s@c0ond-in-command of the Rebel 
Alliance's olive starlighter group, Rogue 
Squadran, is Wedge funtilles, the laricus pilot 
whe flaw alongside Luke Skywalker In ghee 
Alliance's historic attack om the Death Star, 
Wedye, who learned his piloting stills joerkey- 
ing space freighters on his family’s refueling 
Station in the Gus Treta system, is ore of the 
galaxy’s finest Starfighter pilots and com- 
Fands Hogue Squadron when Luke isn't 
around, The young pilot's skit ane formidable, anc his lnowkedge off 
tactics has tured rary a dangerous mission inte an unqualified suc- 
cess for Alogue Squadron and the Alliance. Wedge has a good working 
relationship with Luke and with Captain Ackbar, as welll as with his fel:

on the forest moon. Still, the Marauders have capbured several Ewoks 
and keep them ina cell in their cave complex, Visiters to the caves 
must talk or fight their way past the squad of guards ag the entrance 
To Gaen access bo King Terak or his advisor, the Force witch Chaeal.

Testing the spawning system simply 
required players to spread out across the 
Tatooine desert. st first, the system only gen- 
erated creabures ad their leis and ignared 
players’ relative strengihs, just concemrabed 
on their locations. The first beta testers ran 
afoul of rocky bantha lars, thomy squill nests, 
skitteh eaples, vicious dune heads, and even 
the otcasiomal krayt dagen, Players wen 
encouraged to fight these creatures, resulting 
in-darens af playerd being crushed by ban- 
thas, bitten by dewhacks, cacrun by womp 
rats, and mauled by krayis. The creature las 
praved especially difficult ta destray because 
they were so well protected by their resadent. 

in later tests, the devilopears intiomuced 
armed nan player characters (NPCs), like 
Tuwiken Raiders and Sormtracgers, as well as 
thee first POts.
